SALES UNDER $1 
CAUSE TROUBLE 


On the Firing Line in Iowa Farm War 


Town HuKinesnmen 
Undecided On How 
To Collect Levy 


Gettysburg merchants were 
undecided today whether they 
will increase the sale price of 
all commodities in order to 
cover the 
Pennsylvania one 
per cent sales tax which be­ 
comes effective Thursday. 
The greatest problem facing 
retailers is the collection of 
the 
tax 
on 
articles 
priced 
lower than $1. 
The state tax, 
if added to the present prices, 
it is pointed out, will hurt the 
sale of commodities now on 
sale at the popular figures of 
$149, $198, $2 98, etc. 
Five and ten cent stores also 
face a problem if they en­ 
deavor to add the tax to their 
goods. 
Gasoline service station at­ 
tendants, 
when 
approached 
today, were unable to say if 
the tax will be added to exist­ 
ing prices. 
Some merchants of Gettys­ 
burg are of the opinion that 
the tax will have to be ab­ 
sorbed on the bulk: of business 
and not levied on each sale.

Harrisburg, Aug. 31 »AP)— Penn­ 
sylvania 
merchants 
are 
getting 
ready to start collection Thursday 
of the state’s new one per cent re- 
atail sales tax designed to raise $2.- 
* OOO .OOO to provide unemployment re­ 
lief. 
The tax and the relief program 
were born of eight weeks’ conflict 
between 
the 
administration forces 
and regular 
republican organiza­ 
tion. They passed as a compromise 
In a special session of the legisla­ 
ture called for the expressed pur­ 
pose of meeting the problem 
of 
the state's Jobless. 
The tax returns from September I 
until February 28 
It is payable 
April I and is in addition to the 
one mill mercantile tax levied an­ 
nually on all retailers. 
State experts estimate that 200,- 
000 merchants will pay the levy. 
The Impost applies to all retail 
Rales, sales by any one direct to the 
consumers, but does not apply to 
sales by 
the 
manufacturer to a 
wholesaler or on sales by a jobber 
to a retailer. 
Merchants may pass 
the tax onto the consumer by add­ 
ing it to the price of an article. 
The department of revenue, re­ 
sponsible for collection of the tax, 
believes it will be collected from 
approximately 
200,000 
merchants 
and will yield 
between $12,000,000 
and $15,000,000 
The 
tax 
applies 
to all tangible 
personal 
property, 
thus 
affecting 
food, gasoline 
(already 
taxed one 
cent by the federal government and 
three cents by the state), clothing, 
and luxuries but does not apply to 
water, heat, gas, electricity and real 
estate. 
Effeetive Six Months 
Tile one mill retail mercantile tax 
for tile year ending 
May 31, 1931, 
yielded 
$2,978,434, 
Tile emergency 
tax is one per cent or IO times as 
much, it runs for six months instead 
of a year. 
Consequently the sales 
tax is expected to yield five times 
as much 
as as mercantile tax of 
$14,892,170. 
However, this estimate 
is based on the same volume of 
business over the next six months, 
including the usually busy Christ­ 
mas season, as was conducted on an 
average in half of the 1930-31 fiscal

Postmaster General Announces New 
Stamp in Honor of William Penn; State 
Groups Plan Anniversary Observance 


New Issue Will He Reproduction Of Engraving Made In 
1852 From The Famous “Armor Portrait” Of Penn; 
President Hoover To Be Invited To Ceremonies. 


Philadelphia. Aug. 31.—T he 250th 
anniversary of the arrival of Wil­ 
liam Penn in the new world will be 
honored by the issuance of a com­ 
m em orative stam p, it was announc­ 
ed Tuesday in a telegram from Post­ 
m aster General Brown to Albert 
Cook Myers. Philadelphia, chairm an 
of the program com m ittee planning 
appropriate observance of the anni­ 
versary. 
The news was m ade known a t a 
conference held Tuesday afternoon 
at the Historical Society of Pennsyl­ 
vania of leaders in the m ovem ent 
for an observance, including Charles 
F. Jertkins, chairm an of th e execu­ 
tive com m ittee; Mr. Myers, Charles 
H enry Moon, m ember of th e Penn­ 
sylvania State H istorical commis­ 
sion, and William B. Harvey.

It 
will bear the dates of 1682, when 
Penn came to America, and of 1932 
—the 250th anniversary. The name, 
William Penn and a white keystone, 
symbol of Pennsylvania, in each of 
the two lower corners of the stam p 
win be other features. 
The stam p will be placed on sale 
throughout th e country, but first of 
all at New Castle, Chester and Phil­ 
adelphia.

HAS DWINDLED 


Possibly 
Only 
Enough t Re­ 
mains To Pay Debts Voiced 
By Attorneys. 


Chicago, Aug. 31 (AP)—Did Mrs. 
E dith Rockefeller McCormick social 
dictator of Chicago for th irty years 
and long 
known as 
the “world’s 
richest wom an,” 
died 
practically 
penniless? 
Attorneys and business associates 
fam iliar with the estate th a t once 
was valued a t more than $40,000,000 
said Tuesday it may have shrunk 
to such an extent th a t only enough 
rem ains to settle outstanding obli­ 
gations. 
U nder present real estate valua­ 
tions. those fam iliar with the Mc­ 
Cormick holdings said, th e estate 
probably is worth very little. 
“May Not Be W orth Cent" 
“A fter it Is all summed up the 
estate m ay not be worth a cent.” 
said form er Judge Charles S. C ut­ 
ting, who 
drew up 
Mrs. M cC or­ 
m ick’s will just three weeks before 
she died last Thursday. 
“If financial conditions improve, 
th e holdings may turn out to be 
w orth a considerable sum. 
T here is 
no one who could estim ate accu­ 
rately th e value at present." 
Edwin D. K renn, business adviser 
and friend of Mrs McCormick, was 
bequeathed five-twelfths of h er es­ 
tate, but has signed the inheritance 
over to his business partner, 
Ed­ 
w ard Dato, in exchange for an a n ­ 
nual income of $25,000. 
Observers 
have pointed out th a t 
represents 
an 
income 
from only 
$400,000 a t a rate of six per cent. 
However, K renn has said he only 
wishes a sufficient income to spend 
the rem ainder of his life in Sw it­ 
zerland, his native country. 
Jewels W orth $2,000,000 
Included in the estate is a jewel 
collection said to be worth $2,000.- 
000, a home in suburban Lake For­ 
est reported to have cost $7,000,000, 
and her huge turreted m ansion 
at 
1000 Lake Shore Drive. 
The m ajor 
portion of her estate, however, 
is 
real estate. 
The present value of the proper­ 
ties, C utting said, probably cannot 
be determ ined for m any 
m onths. 
An inventory is expected ta take at 
least six m onths. 
Friends have revealed Mrs. Mc­ 
Cormick m ight have kept m uch Of 
her fortune in tact were it not for 
her desire to aid and protect 
the 
interests of her friends and persons 
she had helped in recent

sm all th a t the m ajority of th e in ­ 
sects used in experim ents th e re are 
hand reared. 
H ealth service officials regard the 
“farm " as a goodly stride forw ard in 
the treatm ent of paresis, otherw ise 
known as softening of th e brain. 
M alaria is the most widely used 
m ethod of treating the disease, a l­ 
though service officials, in fighting 
disease w ith disease, have h ad suc­ 
cess through the transm ission of 
rat-b lte fever. There are too m any 
m alarial mosquitoes and m uch effort 
is spent in eradicating them , but in 
m any instances one isn’t buzzing 
around when needed to bite a paresis 
patient. 
Hard to Infect Paresis Patients 
T he growing swarm at Colum bia 
is depended upon to overcome th a t 
difficulty by having one of th e pests 
ready when the call comes, usually 
from a hospital for the insane, for a 
well-know symptom of paresis is the 
destruction of its victim s m ind. 
Despite the presence of m osquitoes 
well filled with m alaria germ s, there 
has been trouble in infecting paresis 
patients. 
Reports from the Colum ­ 
bia laboratory on recent tests show 
thirty-six cases with only eight in ­ 
fections. 
T he workers have developed a 
strain of quartan m alaria, since the 
negative results are thought possibly 
to be due to the fact th a t m any per­ 
sons apparently are im m une from 
the more ordinary type of tertian 
m alaria.
